HIGHLIGHTS  1929-30 

What  might  bo  termed  one  of  tho 
most  successful  seasons  in  tho  history 
of  I  ho  State  Teachers  Collcgo  will  come 
lo  a  close  this  week.  Tho  successes'  that 
ha  vo  como  in  the  nine  months  since  tho 
opening  of  tho  fall  semester  last  Sep¬ 
tember,  aro  in  varied  large  measure. 

Among  tho  greatest  successes  that 
have  come  to  S.  T.  C.  liavo  been  the 
athletic  accomplishments  under  coaches 
Davis  and  Iba.  The  achievements  of 
their  teams  in  both  football  and  bas¬ 
ketball  has  spread  into  many  sections 
out  of  tho  state.  The  Bearcat  football 
squad  closed  the  season  placing  second 
iu  tho  M.  I.  A.  A.  conference,  losing  tho 
eonforonco  titlo  on  Thanksgiving  to 
Kirksvillo  by  a  narrow  margin.  An  un¬ 
surpassed  athletic  accomplishment  was 
the  notable  record  made  by  Iba’s  bas- 
ketoors.  They  played  thirty-one  con¬ 
secutive  games  without  suffering  a 
single  defeat,  won  the  M.  I.  A.  A.  con¬ 
ference  title,  endered  the  Southwestern 
Invitation  Basketball  tournament  at 
Winfield,  Kail.,  and  won  tho  title  over 
sumo  first  rate  teams. 

Thus  far  in  tho  baseball  season  tho 
Bearcats  have  won  eleven  games,  and 
suffered  but  four  defeats.  This  is  tho 
first  timo  in  tho  school  history  that  n 
bnsoball  team  has  been  lined-up  on  a 
regular  full-time  schedule. 

The  College  has  maintained  with 
even  greater  emphasis  tiio  development 
of  community  taste  in  good  music.  In 
tli  is  phaso  of  tho  school  life  the  public 
had  tho  opportunity  of  hearing  Alfredo 
Wan-Malo  of  Panama,  an  artist  violin¬ 
ist  of  special  distinction  iu  his  field. 
Tn  February  was  tho  concert  of  Miss' 
Alma  Molius,  soloist  witii  tho  Philhar¬ 
monic  orchestra  of  Berlin,  Germany. 
Tho  recent  concert  by  tho  Augustann 
Choir  of  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.,  was  givon 
wide  acclaim. 

Probably  tho  most  distinguished  vis¬ 
itor  of  tho  year  was  Edward  H.  Sotli- 
ern,  votoran  Shakespearean  actor, 
whoso  name  is  known  tho  ontiro  world 
ovor.  It  was  a  rnro  privilego  for  tho 
studonts  to  soo  and  hoar  an  actor  of 
tho  great  goniud  ropresonted  in  tho 
stngo  favovito,  Sothorn. 

“Tho  Thirtoonth  Chair”  and  “Tho 
Doll’s  House,”  wero  two  major  dra¬ 
matic  productions  stagod  this  year  as 
public  performances.  In  addition  to 
tlioso  tho  students  of  drama  havo  pro¬ 
duced  sovoral  plays  with  tho  drama 
organization  of  good  acting,  and  tho 
membership  in  tho  organization  1ms 
grown  steadfastly, 

Tho  dobnto  with  Oxford  University, 
England’s  team  was  tho  highlight  for¬ 
ensic  ovont.  Duncan,  Pottigrow  and 
Sliamborgor  made  an  oxcollont  showing 
with  tho  soasonod  English  trio.  Thru- 
out  tho  dobato  season  Coach  Miller 
took  his  various  dobators  into  many 
states  mooting  tonms  of  colleges  and 
universities.  Novor  boforo  had  such  an 
extensivo  schcdulo  in  foronsics  been 
carriod  out, 

Tho  annual  “Walk-out”  and  tho 
Campus  Comedies,  both  engineered  by 
tho  Student  Council,  woro  two  enjoy¬ 
able  all-school  ovents. 

During  tho  weekly  assombly  periods 
programs  by  tho  various  dopartmonts 
expressed  tho  progress  that  has  been 
mado  in  studont  dovolopmont. 

Sonor  Gollan,  a  momber  of  tho  edi¬ 
torial  staff  of  La  Presna,  Bounos  Airos, 
was  tho  most  eminent  speaker  to  bo 
booked  for  tho  weekly  assembly  hour. 
Probably  his-  apeparanco  was  the  most 
unique  in  that  his  message  was  givon 
in  Spanish  while  a  journalism  studont 
of  tho  University  of  Missouri  making 
tho  interpretations.

Australia  Felix 


Henry  Handel  Richardson:  AUS¬ 
TRALIA  FELIX.  W.  W.  Norton  &  Com¬ 
pany,  N.  Y. 

“Ultima  Tlinle,”  then  “Australia 
Felix,”  and  Ilenvy  Handel  Bielmrds'011 
beenmo  known  to  American  readers. 

When  tho  former  was  published  last 
fall  and  a  Tender  remarked,  “I  have 
just  read  Henry  Handel  Richardson’s 
‘Ultima  Thtilo’;  have  you  rend  it?” 
the  answer  most  invariably  was,  “No, 
who’s  lie?” 

Henry  Handel  Richardosn  is  nil  Eng¬ 
lish  woman  who  has  been  writing  for 
twenty  years,  or  more,  under  tho  mas- 
culino  pseudonym.  Recognition  was 
slow  in  coming  to  her;  but  now  that  it 
has  come,  it  seems  that  her  placo  is 
assured. 

“Ultima  Thule”  is  tho  concluding 
volumo  in  a  triology  based  on  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  gold  rush.  It  tells  of  the  later 
iifo  of  Richard  and  Mary  Mahoney, 
who  began  their  married  life  in  Austra¬ 
lia  in  tho  early  days.  Tho  fact  that  the 
last  volume  of  the  trilogy  came  to  Ame¬ 
rica  first  and  won  fame  for  tho  hither¬ 
to  unknown  author  mado  tho  second 
book  nn  event. 

“Australia  Felix,”  tho  second  of  the 
trilogy  to  bo  published  is  the  beginning 
of  the  life  stories  of  Richard  and  Mary. 
The  first  book  of  the  trilogy  is  crowd¬ 
ed  full  of  happenings'  of  tho  turbulent 
days  of  tho  gold  rush.  Richard’s  find¬ 
ing  and  marrying  tho  woman  who  is  to 
share  his  fortunes  is  a  charming  love 
story;  his  attempt  to  find  his  placo  in 
tho  order  of  things  in  the  rapidly  de¬ 
veloping  country  is  filled  with  grip¬ 
ping  moments;  his  outlook  on  life  as 
contrasted  with  that  of  other  charac¬ 
ters  in  the  book — his  wife’s,  for  in¬ 
stance — holds'  one’s  attention;  his  fin¬ 
al  breaking  mvay  from  Australia  and 
his  starting  back  to  England  is  a  point 
of  high  interest.  Mary’s  character  de¬ 
velopment  is  more  interesting,  if  any¬ 
thing,  than  Richard's  story. 

Tho  whole  story,  an  exciting  011c  of 
love  and  adventure,  is  epic  in  scale. 
The  period  of  tho  gold  rush  lives  again. 
All  tho  romance  mid  glamour  is  there; 
but  there,  too,  is  the  other  side  of  the 
picture,  the  struggle  to  hold  out  against 
hardship  and  privation  until  fortune 
smilos. 

Besides  being  a  readable  book  and  a 
good  story,  “Australia  Felix”  is  an  in¬ 
teresting  study  for  a  student  of  lang¬ 
uage.  It  has  many  new  and  unusual 
words  nnd  words  used  in  new  and  un-| 
usual  senses. 


Article  Review 

Tho  problem  of  regulating  tho  social 
conduct  of  college  women  is  discussed 
by  Mabel  Barbee  Leo  iu  tho  Atlantic 
Monthly  for  April  in  her  article,  “.Cen¬ 
soring  the  Conduct  of  Collcgo  AVomcu.  ” 
Tho  article  gives,  in  a  very  compre¬ 
hensive  manner,  some  of  t lie  absurdities 
Hint  havo  arisen  during  this  ago  of 
progross  away  from  stereotyped  good¬ 
ness  toward  self-discipline  on  tho  part 
of  the  students.  Parents  foci  that  the 
more  trivial  rules  tlicro  arc  which  a 
girl  may  either  break  or  elude,  tho  bet¬ 
ter  she  is,  figuratively  speaking,  being 
“tucked  into  bed  every  night.” 

Mtb.  Lee  believes  that  tho  fear  of 
outsido  criticism  is  tho  biggest  reason 
of  tho  vast  number  of  “rules”  which 
may  bo  found  in  any  collego  whero 
women  students  aro  admitted.  If  tho 
least  irregularity  occurs  within  tho 
walls  of  a  college,  letters  of  criticism 
immediately  bogin  to  arrive,  placing 
tho  blame  upon  lack  of  discipline. 

A  large  number  of  rules  which  can 
bo  onforced  only  by  tho  “honor”  of 
tho  students  (and  which  many  studonts 
feel  honor  bound  to  break)  do  more 
harm  than  good  in  tho  development  of 
tho  characteristic  of  honesty. 

AVhnt  tho  collcgo  woman  needs  is  to 
bo  freed — freed  to  learn  what  to  do 
that  is  right.  Her  criteria  for  “right” 
conduct  should  not  bo  outsido  censor¬ 
ship  but  individual  moral  honesty  with 
herself.

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Survey  Report 
Is  Discussed 
By  Instructor 

Proposed  Change  In  Tax  System  Would 
Placo  Tax  on  Largo  Incomes,  Plan 
Would  Roliovo  Fanners  and  Other 
Property  Owners. 

Mr.  O.  Myking  Melius  of  the  social 
scioncc  department  of  tho  College,  in 
discussing  the  Tccont  stato  survey  com¬ 
mission  report  says  that  according  to 
the  report  the  propsed  law  will  not  in¬ 
crease  taxation  in  Missouri,  but  will 
shift  tho  burden  from  the  farmers  and 
tho  small  property  owners  to  tho  large 
corporations  that  arc  making  largo  in¬ 
comes. 

“At  the  present  time  20  per  cent  of 
the  wealth  in  Missouri  is  tangible,  that 
is,  it  consists  of  real  estate,  buildings, 
etc.,  while  SO  per  cent  is  intangible,  and 
consists  of  stocks,  bonds,  etc.  This  20 
per  cent  of  intangible  wealth  pays  97 
per  cent  of  the  taxes,  whilo  tho  SO  per 
cent  pays  only  three  per  cent.  It  is  this 


stato  of  affairs  that  tho  Survey  Com¬ 
mission  proposes  to  change. 

“The  taxes  will  be  shifted  from  the 
farmer  and  property  owner,  and  placed 
on  tho  man  with  a  large  income.  Under 
the  proposed  law  a  married  man  with  ' 
two  dependent  children  who  hns  an  in- 
como  of  $3,000  -would  pay  an  income 
tax  of  $9.00  instead  of  $0.00  as  at  pres¬ 
ent.  A  $4,000  incomes  now  pays  $10 — it 
would  pay  $40.00.  A  $5,000  incomo  now 
pays  $20 — it  would  pay  $05.  A  $10,000 
income  now  pays  $70 — it  would  pay 
$220,  A  $20,000  income  now  pays  $170 
— it  would  pay  $780.  A  $100,000  income 
now  pays  $070 — it  would  pay  $5,248. 

“In  many  cases  we  find  that  a  farm¬ 
er  whoso  land  rents  at  $5  an  acre  has 
to  pay  a  tax  of  $1.00  an  acre  or  20  pol¬ 
ecat  of  his  income  for  taxes.  Anyone 
can  soe  that  this  is  absolutely  unjust. 
Tho  proposed  law  will  roliovo  tho  far¬ 
mer  of  this  unjust  burden  and  placo  it 
where  it  belongs — on  the  man  who 
earns  a  large  income.  This  will  increase, 
tho  value  of  land  and  help  to  bring 
to  the  farmers  of  Missouri  some  of 
the  prosperity  that  they  road  about  but 
which  they  themselves  do  not  at  pres¬ 
ent  enjoy. 

“There  is  a  wide  difference  in  the 
school  levy  in  different  parts  of  the 


stato  because  of  tho  difference  in  vnl- 1 
uations  of  tho  property  in  tho  various 
school  districts.  In  Newton  county  the! 
levy  varies  from  $1.55  to  30  cents;  in 
Atchison  county  from  55  to  five  cents; 
in  St.  Louis  county  from  $1.55  to  10 
cents;  in  Jackson  county  from  $1.25  to 
four  cents.  In  other  counties  wo  find 
similar  variations. 

The  assessed  valuations  of  tho  first 
class  high  school  districts  in  the  state 
varies  from  more  than  $20,000  per 
pupil  in  averago  daily  attendance  to 
loss  than  $700.  If  wo  take  tho  22  first 
class  high  school  districts  that  show 
the  largest  wealth  per  student  in  av¬ 
erage  daily  attendance,  we  find  that, 
by  levying  the  constitutional  maximum 
for  teachers’  wages  and  incidental  ex-j 
ponses  these  districts  could  raise  from 
$100  to  $208  for  each  pupil.  This j 

amount  decreases  until  wo  find  that 
there  are  01  first-class  high  school  dis-, 
tricts  which  could  raise  with  the  max-  ^ 
imum  levy  only  from  $7  to  $20  for  each 
pupil  in  average  daily  attendance.  Con-, 
ditions  in  the  second  and  third  class 
districts'  are  similar.  j 

“The  same  sad  state  of  affairs  pre-| 

vail  in  rural  districts,  for  we  find  that 
1  | 

ten  rural  districts  have  an  assessed  val¬ 
uation  of  less  than  $10,000,  whilo  other 


rural  districts  hnVo  a  valuation  of  over 
$1,000,000,  and  one  district  actually 
has  a  valuation  of  $2,500,000.  Further¬ 
more,  a  one-cent  levy  will  raiso  more 
money  for  each  child  in  daily  atten¬ 
dance  in  tho  wealthiest  district  than  a 
$2.50  levy  would  raiso  in  the  poorest 
districts. 

“The  Survey  Commission  proposes 
that  as  a  remedy  for  these  deplorable 
conditions  each  rural  district  be  guar¬ 
anteed  $09  per  teaching  unit  and  that, 
high  school  districts  be  guaranteed 
$900  per  elementary  teaching  unit,  and 
$1200  per  high  school  teaching  unit. 
Tho  Survey  Commission  further  pro¬ 
poses  that  t.hcjocal  district  shall  levy 
a  20  per  cent  tax  and  that  the  addi¬ 
tional  amount  needed  be  provided  for 
through  stnto  aid. 

“Those  who  will  be  most  benofitted 
by  this  proposed  low  nro  the  farmers 
and  the  small  property  owner,  for  it 
is  their  taxes  that  will  be  materiallv 
reduced  and  it  is  their  schools  that  will 
bo  greatly  improved.  It  will  not  in¬ 
crease  taxes,  but  will  place  the  tax 
burden  on  tlioso  who  are  best  able  to 
pay  it.  The  state  will  pay  one-fifth  of 
tho  cost  of  public  education,  instead  of 
only  one-twentieth  as  it  is  doing  at 
t.ho  present  time. 


“Tax  tho  wealth  where  it  is  for  the 
benefit  of  the  children  where  they  are. 
No  longer  can  we  cling  to  the  ancient, j 
dogma  that  education  is  a  purely  local 
affair.  Today  education  is  a  stato  re¬ 
sponsibility.  When  tho  citizens  of  Mis¬ 
soni-'  realize  the  significance  of  the 
Survey  Commission’s  report,  they  will 
support  it  wholeheartedly.”

Basoball  Player  Now  Loads  Orchestra 
“In  ’09,  ’10,  ’ll  C'nrloton  Coon  was 
studying  medicine  at  tho  University  of 
Kunsus”  writes  Quin  A.  Ryan  in  his 
article,  “Goou-Handors,”  in  tho  April 
College  Humor.  “Cooney  was  playing 
fot  dunces  and  hayrack  rides  at  school. 
In  those  pro-hoy  hoy  days  a  hot  orches¬ 
tra  consisted  of  piano,  banjo,  cornet, 
trombone  and  drums.  Tho  lure  was  too 
much  for  tho  young  medic,  and  lie  flojl 


the  laboratory  and  its  cadavers  ns  fast 
as  a  pickaninny  would  have,  lie  joined 
the  Riley  band,  and  tho  next  five  years 
wero  astonishing.  Soon  lie  had  many 
orchestras  operating  under  his  com¬ 
mand. 

“Joseph  Sanders  had  u  marvelous 
boy’s  voice  and  had  studied  to  bo  n 
concert  vocalist.  The  fact  that  lie  had 
attained  tho  dignity  of  a  successful 
oratorio  artist  deteriorated  not  one  jot 
nor  titter  from  his  clowning  popularity 
with  the  younger  set.  lie  was  tlio  idol 
of  tlie  ’teens  in  Kansas  City.  Hand¬ 
some,  hearty  and  humorous.  What  mat¬ 
tered  was  that  he  played  tlio  piano  ns 
waliopingly  well  ns  he  played  baseball, 
and  in  baseball  tho  professional  scouts 
were  already  flirting  with  him. 

“The  sport  writers  who  reminisce 
about  rare  feats  in  baseball  history, 
and  tho  helicve-it-or-don ’t  cartoonists 
who  record  freak  happenings  in  the 
newspapers,  have  probably  never  asso¬ 
ciated  orchestra  leader  Joe  Sunders 
with  pitcher  Joe  Sanders  whose  record 
was  once  flashed  to  every  newspaper  in 
the  country.  While  pitching  against  an¬ 
other  w'ell  matched  team  in  the  Kansas 
City  Athletic  Club  league  lie  struck  out 
twenty-seven  men  in  nine  innings!  That 
is  history!”

Orchestra  was  onco  kidnapped  and  tak¬ 
en  from  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  to  New  York 
wlioro  they  were  entertained  as  the 
guests  of  a  famous  oil  man  for  two 
weeks.  Traveling  from  Chicago  to 
Springfield,  t hey  were  in  tho  vicinity 
of  a  tornado.  The  dining-ear  became  an 
operating  room  and  during  those  hours 
two  infants  wero  born,  with  Doctor 
Carloton  Coon  in  attendance.

Natural  Results 

“What  becomes  of  all  thoso  lovo  tri¬ 
angles!”

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that  they  nro  planning  to  hnvc  them 
got  an  education  in  order  that  they  may 
not  lmvo  to  work  as  hard  ns  they  have 
had  to  work. 

One  naturally  wonders  where  this 
distaste  for  work  originated  and  if  one 
is  inclined  to  try  to  discover  the  cause 
for  all  difficulties  ns  well  as  tlio  prom¬ 
ise  for  all  benefits  in  Holy  Writ  lie 
naturally  wonders  whether  the  pro¬ 
nouncement  which  was  made  upon 
Adam  and  Eve  stnrted  succeeding  gen¬ 
erations  in  a  wrong  attitude  towards 
work,  because  it  seems  that  tlio  state¬ 
ment  that  they  should  earn  their  bread 
by  tlie  sweat  of  their  faces  came  so 
close  upon  the  exit  from  the  Garden  of 
Eden  that  it.  was  henceforth  looked 
upon  as  a  punishment.  What  might 
have  been  tlie  world’s  attitude  toward 
work  bad  that  been  interpreted  ns  a 
promise  that  all  humanity,  Hint  so  long 
as  ono  works,  lie  may  have  bread  to 
eat  ? 

Tt  is  very  essential  that  we  convince 
ourselves  that  nil  necessary  work  is  re¬ 
spectable,  and  that  since  the  garbage 
man  and  tlio  scrub  woman  contribute 
to  human  comfort  and  clean  living  the 
work  they  do  is  not  to  be  condemned, 
nor  arc  they  to  lose  our  respect  for 
the  calling  they  have  chosen.  Tlio  dis¬ 
respect  wc  express  for  the  work  of 
people  of  this  type  lias  convinced  many 
such  that  they  aro  unworthy  and  has 
given  them  an  excuso  for  not  doing 
their  best.  We  need  to  lmvo  our  atten¬ 
tion  fixed  move  definitely  upon  the 
work  of  tlio  Stradavarius  maker,  and 
teachers  who  caro  not  alone  for  their 
work  (luring  the  recitation  but  are  anx¬ 
ious  about  the  entiro  welfare  of  tlio  in¬ 
stitution  in  which  they  labor. 

Other  people  are  quite  willing  to  ac¬ 
cept  tlie  minimum  of  education  which 
is  required  to  get  them  a  job  and  it  is 
not  uncommon  to  meet  a  girl  or  a  boy 
whose  father  and  mother  would  like  to 
know  what  he  can  do  in  a  six  weeks’ 
summer  term  in  an  institution  in  ord¬ 
er  to  bo  able  to  teach  tlie  homo  school 
during  the  following  winter.  Neither  I 
is  it  uncommon  in  graduating  classes  of  I 
this  size  to  have  several  who  arc  anx¬ 
ious  to  become  college  professors  at 
once  in  the  institution.  Some  doctors 
would  learn  surgery  by  operating  with¬ 
out  any  previous  training  or  instruc¬ 
tion,  and  others  would  learn  law  by 
practicing  law. 

Tlie  maximum  rather  than  the  min¬ 
imum  of  education  is  tlie  best  guaran¬ 
tee  of  success,  and  1  am  glad  to  report 
that  we  have  numerous  examples  of 
young  men  and  young  women  who  be¬ 
lieve  thoroughly  in  that  fact.  It  is  not 
uncommon  for  a  young  mini  or  a  young 
woman  who  has  a  college  degree  to  up- 
ply  at  a  teachers  college  for  profession- . 
al  work  in  education,  with  the  full  uu- 
cept  the  minimum  of  education  which1 
del-standing  that  wliilo  lie  or  she  is 
protected  by  the  certificating  law  and 
may  secure  a  position,  the  professional 
training  which  is  needed  to  assure  suc¬ 
cess,  must  be  added.  I  know  three 


young  men  who  pursued  a  college  edu¬ 
cation  for  a  doctor’s  degree  in  Chem¬ 
istry  before  they  accepted  positions 
with  the  DuPont  Company.  I  also 
know  a  young  woman  who  grnduntod 
from  n  four  year  teachers  college 
course,  took  her  Master’s  degree  at  Co¬ 
lumbia.  University,  and  spent  two  years 
in  a  hospital  and  clinic,  before  she  took 
up  the  work  of  a  physical  director. 

Naturally  these  suggestions  raise 
the  question:  When  is  one  educated? 
I  would  like  to  give  the  answers  both 
negatively  and  affirmatively.  In  the 
first  place  then,  may  T  remind  you  that 
one  is  not  necessarily  educated  when 
lie  lias  a  doctor’s  degree.  He  may  be 
the  rankest  failure.  One  is  net  educat¬ 
ed  when  he  knows  a  little  about  every¬ 
thing.  He  may  not  know  enough  about 
anything  to  carry  it  forward  with  per¬ 
fection  as  a  vocation.  Likewise  one  is 
not  educated  whoa  he  knows  all  there 
is  to  know  about  one  thing  and  not li - 
ing  about  anything  else,  for  one  who 
works  at  vocation,  be  it  ever  so  spe¬ 
cialized,  must  livo  in  a  community 
with  human  beings  who  are  doing  oth¬ 
er  tilings,  and  without  the  sympathetic 
touch  which  comes  only  from  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  t heir  duties  one  cannot  suc¬ 
ceed. 

One  is  educated,  then,  when  lie  has 
enough  general  knowledge  and  train¬ 
ing  to  enable  him  to  join  his  neighbors 
in  their  institutional  duties  and  con¬ 
tribute  his  share  in  bringing  them  to 
higher  standards,  and  when  lie  lias 
enough  special  knowledge  and  training 


to  enable  him  to  perform  his  fair  share 
of  life’s  work  with  an  approncliing 
perfection,  in  addition  to  this  he  must 
have  enough  appreciation  for  tlio  di¬ 
vine,  scientific  and  social  laws  about 
him  to  recognize  the  divine,  adjust 
himself  to  nature’s  law,  ami  lie  sympa¬ 
thetic  with  the  needs  and  aspirations 
of  his  fellows  as  nil  expression  of  his 
true  self. 

Robert.  Louis  Stevenson  put  it  this 
way  in  his  Christmas  sermon:  “To  bo 
honest,  to  be  kind — to  earn  a  little  and 
to  spend  a  little  less,  to  make  upon  tlie 
whole  a  family  happier  for  ids'  pres¬ 
ence,  to  renounce  when  that  shall  bo 
necessary  and  not  be  embittered,  to 
keep  a  few  friends  but  these  without 
capitulation — above  all,  on  tlio  same 
grim  condition,  to  keep  friends  with 
himself — hero  is  a  task  for  ail  that  a 
man  lias  of  fortitude  and  delicacy.  Ho 
has  an  ambitious  soul  who  would  ask 
for  more;  lie  has  a  hopeful  spirit  who 
should  look  in  such  an  enterprise  to  bo 
successful.  ’  ’
